Samuel Bmall died in York on Toesduy.
He was one of the best and widest known of
the county’s citizgens. In ten days he would
have renched the ripe old age of eighty-six.
He was for more than threescore n
member of the firm of P. A, & 8. Amall. He
had aceumulated n very large fortune, a good
of which he used in the cause of adn-
cation and religion,

Some years age he founded the York
Orphans’ homae,

intended for the oducation
and care of the orphans of soldiers, but after-
wards extending its privil to all classes,
He donated {he ground and bullt the
Orphans' Home, and to all jts inmates was
llko a futher,
He founded and buill the York Collogiate
institute, lrndln for tho T-onml and build-
ings about §1 and giving as an endow-
ment fund $110,000 more, Al the
mencement of the ool a fow weoks
ho added £7,000 to the fund for the education
of needy young men for the I ministry.
In the success of the college he took the deap-
et interest. e was always present sl the
commencemonts and generally conferred the
diplomnms u tho graduntes,

o also was the founder of the York hos-
plial and dispensary for the free care of the
neady slek and unfortunate, and it (0o shared
In his care and liberality.

Mr. Bmall waa an earnest and devoted
Christinn, a member of the FPresbyterian
churel to whioh for many years ho has been
connected, Ho has inehurch work as in other
benevolent enterprises been g liberal giver,
and ’:o him the Prml;yu;’rim'-‘n church owes
much of it prosparity in York,

Some years nl.: he was guwrdian in the
Coleman estate, of Lebanon county, in which
he handled millions of dollars in the settle-
ment of the estate, tnurning It over to the heirs
without charges for his services, Durlug the
flood of 1854, Mr, Smnll in displayed his
liborality, and In many individual acta hel ped
the needy and unfortunate in a quiet way
that fow people knew of.  Mr. Bmall leaves a
widow to mourn his departure, but no chil-
dren, but three nephows and four nieces, (o
